“The Cyrenaics were the polar 
■ opposites of the Cynics in tlieir 
theory of the nature of the good.

According to their v iew, the 
way to be happy is deliberately to 
seek 
the 
artificial 
pleasures 
of 
i civ ilization.

! ‘N othing is bad if it is pleasur­ 
able,’ and by pleasure they had in 
m ind th e thrills of the body.

“T he Cynics and Cyrenaics de­ 
clined in im portance and a cen­ 
tury late r w ere superseded by two 
new schools, the Epicurean school 
which grew out of the Cyrenalc 
and th e Stoic, which grew out of 
the Cynic. 
The later schools rose 
to higher lev els of philosophical 
thinking and elim inated many of 
the crudities of the earlier sys­ 
tem . 
T he E picureans, 
like

M ut the pleasures 
they

were the 
m ore enduring and quieter pleas­ 
ures of th e mind rather than the 
C yrenalc th rills of the body. Epi­ 
curus 
selects 
friendship as

of the hig h est form s. 
Stoic Philosophy 
“L astly w e come to the Stoic 
philosophy: ’I urn bigger than any­ 
thing th a t 
can 
happen to me.’ 
T here is an elem ent of grandeur, 
dignity and nobility in the Stoic 
w ay of life. 
T he solution of the 
problem Is to become big. 
It is 
not a philosophy for timid souls 
but for the soul of heroic mould. 
It is a form ula for taking pain 
and ev il so It w ill not hurt. 
We 
can, so to speak, take the sting 
out 
of 
circum stances, 
denature 
ev il. 
T he form ula of the E picu­ 
rean 
is 
to 
choose 
the 
pleasant 
and dodge 
the 
unpleasant, run 
aw ay from the disagreeable facts 
of life. 
The Stoic does not choose 
the pleasant nor ru n aw ay from 
the unpleasant.
